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INTRODUCTIOK. 


To  the  Chairman  and  IJcjJoers  of  the  ^llesmere  Port  Urban  District 
Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen., 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1S40. 

The  report  is  again  in  abridged  form  as  was  the  case  last 
year.  This  accords  with  recent  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

The  year  under  review  reflects  a generally  favourable  state 
of  the  health  of  the  public  for  the  first  full  year  under  war 
conditions. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  is  loss 
than  in  1939,  and  this  is  the  case  with  each  individual  disease. 
Notable  decreases  were  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  based  upon  a population  of  28,160, 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General. 

This  is  an  increase  of  1,240  on  the  previous  year. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  10.3  per  1.000  population,  an  increase 
on  8.50,  the  previous  year's  figure.  Tho_corrected  death  rate  is 
13.9  compared  with  tho  figure  oi  14.3  for  England  and  Dales. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  20.09  per  1,000  population,  compared  with 
20.25  for  1939*  The  figure  for  England  and  Hales  is  14.6. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note,  that  among  566  births  which 
occurred  during  the  year,  no  maternal  deaths  wore  recorded.  This 
compares  more  than  favourably  with  figures  for. the  rest  of  the 
country. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  again  on  the  high  side,  being 
63.3_per  1,000  live  birtns  compared  with  58.8  for  1939.  Tho  rate 
for  nngland  and  Dales  is  55.0. 

As  in  the  case  of  most  pu-ople  it  has  been  a difficult  year 
for  the  Health  Department.  Civil  Defence  measures  hayo  occupied 
much  of  our  time,  v/hilst  unusual  health  problems  associated  with 
v/ar  conditions,  and  the  consequent  disturbance  of  th..'  normal 
routine  of  individual  life,  command  attention  and  require 
investigation.  ...... 

Th^'  staff  of  tho  Department  has  v;orked  consistently  and  v/ell, 
many  extra  hours  having  been  willingly  devoted  to  Civil  Defence. 

The  First  Aid  Services  of  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  Organisation 
have  been  maintained  in  a state  of  efficiency  by both  voluntary  part 
time  and  v/hole  time  paid  members.  Providentially  no  large  scale 
incidents  involving  many  casualties  have  occurred  in  the  Urban 
District;  and  in  those  instances  where  imfortunatoly  casualties^ 
have  occurred  the  services  have  acted  with_ promptness  and  efficiency. 
They  have  also  performed,  on  several  occasions,  praiseworthy  services 
in  neighbouring  districts  where  their  assistance  and  co-operation 
v/as  called  for.  D'e  arc;  grateful  to  the  large  nuiaber  ot  volunteers 
v/ho  have  devoted  many  hours  of  their  spare  time  on  duty  at  the 
several  Depots  and  First  Aid  Posts  in  the  Urban  District. 
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A noteworthy  change  of  staff  occurred  during  the  year  in 
the  retirement  in  August  of  Hr.  Jv^pson^  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
after  26  years  of  valuahle^scrvice . He  was  succeeded  in  this 
important  position  by  Hr.  iiiUilyn  Tuft,  the  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

I vdsh  to  record  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  lively 
interest  and  helpful  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  Health  and  Maternity  Child  Hclfare  committees  in 
particular,  also  of  th^'  conscientious  assistance  that  I have 
received  from  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  during  a difficult  year.
